BRUTAL HORSE RACES OF THE PAST 



In an early volume of the English General Stud 
Book it is recorded that Sharper, a liorse by Oe- 
; tax-jus, was a winning figure in a brutal match run 
in Russia, "where he and Mina were matched to 
run seventy five versts (forty-nine and tliree- 
I quarters English mili-si on the public read against 
! two Cossack liiuses; Mina falling lame was pulled 
up early in the race, which Sharper won with ease, 
i notwithstanding the loss of a stirrup and the con- 
sequent inability of hi' rider to restrain him for 
several miles. Tin- Cossack horses had nearly 
j three stone advantage in weight, and one of them 
i fell at the end of twenty-five miles and died. This 
I race was run in 1R25 near St. Petersburg.” It is 
! comforting to know that the unfortunate Sharper 
i recovered sufficiently to run for a race of 2.000 
rubles in the July of the following year. 

In elderly days certain Continental “sportsmen” 
had a fancy for stieli degrading exhibitions, and 
t tlie famous idol of the Yorkshire. England, racing 
J folks. Gimcrack. when he passed temporarily into 
I the possession of Count Lniiragtiais. was matched 
to do twenty-two miles and a half in the hour and 
I succeeded.

commission was otherwise, he had withdrawn from 
all participation in tlie movement. ” 

General manager Eddy is inclined to treat the 
insurgent movement lightly and predicts that tlie 
annual meeting of the Business Men’s Racing As- 
sociation stockholders in May will find tlie present 
management retained by a big majority.

Wild Russian General Made the Purchase and 
Enjoyed Himself. 



“I have often wondered what lias lieconie of 
tlie wild Russian General Arapiff, who was one 
of tin* three who came to settle finally on the 
purchase of Galtee More for $110.<KN). He was a 
J large distiller of vodka, and hud never been iu 
England liefnro. 1 remember lie insisted on stop- 
ping at the Aylesbury Arms, Marlborough, as we 
drove out to Rockhampton, for he must have a 
draught of neat whiskey, which was of very dif- 
ferent strength from the present sort. Then, tit 
Rockhampton, after lunch, lie besought Sam llar- 
) ling to let them see Gniteo More do *a leetle gal- 
j lop.’ for they would never be able to do so in 
: Russia. It was a very ‘leetle gallop’ indeed that 
j he did, with Shaddock, who also hail a leg. They 
went uphill about three furlongs, and tlie General 
\ was so delighted that when we were about driving 
j off to Swindon lie rnslted in to tlie house, tore 
j down a picture of Galtee More from one of tlie 
1 walls, carried it off in triumph. I must add 
that he returned it a day or two later. 

"It was n weird sort of day, for Mr. Gubbins 
gave a dinner to the three Russians, myself and 
poor old Tom Vigors at tlie Prince’s Restaurant. 

! and it was difficult to restrain General Arnpoff 
j within civilized bounds. Thus, he said to me, 
pdnting to a table not far away where a well- 
, known man was dinning with a lady: •There is a 
{ beautiful lady. May 1 not go and speak to her?’ 

• Fortunately, all Russians are good linguists, and I 
had no difficulty in explaining to him tiiat lie 
must on no account do so. and ultimately diverted 
j him to tlie Empire, where. I thought lie might 
| s|mak to Indies without geting into trouble — at 
i least not immediately. The subsequent proceed - 
| ings of that night arc unknown to me. so far as 
j tlie Russians were concerned, but Mr. Gubbins. 
i having got what is called the ‘nasty drop.’ turned 
round and said to Vigors that may be lie would not 
sell Galtee More at all. 

"I did not stop to argue any such absurd ques- 
tion. but told Vigors to go back to his rooms witli 
I him and not to leave him until he bail signed a 
receipt for the money— for the gouty old man 
! was going to Ireland first tiling next morning. 

| Vigors knocked me up about midnight to say that 
! ho could not get the receipt signed, but bad left 
it on Mr. Gubbins’ mantelpiece witli an admoni- 
tion that it must lie signed and he would call 
for it iu the morning. Tlie morning’s reflection 
had brought the old gentleman to a better frame 
of mind, and when Vigbrs called in tlie morning 
he found tlie receipt signed all right, and that is 
how the Galtee More sale just scraped through. 

: Tlie horse was to remain in training with a view 
to the Ascot Cup. but General Aranoff left it to 
me to decide whether lie should run or not. His 
instructions were very smiple — ‘Remember, no win, 
no run!’ Of course I knew front tlie time they 
I bought him that Galtee More’s racing career was 
ended, but l suppose they liked to preserve tlie 
1 possibility of his running for tlie Ascot — or what 
! used to lie The Emperor's — Uup.” — Allison iu Lon- 
don Sportsman.

21. because of flip small 
number of classic winners which arc mouther* of 
it. stands low in tlio figure column, but this family 
novel tliploss is one of which a number of really 
influential sires and first-class race horses are 
members. la fact, family Nit. 21 is strictly a 
first-class family in every respect. 

Sweetmeat, winner of twcnty-tlirep races out of 
twenty-four starts, including the Queen's Vase and 
Ascot and Doncaster flip, is a member "f this No. 
21 family and his name will ever be held in 
veneration and high esteem as the sire of Macaroni, 
farniral and Parmesan and as the sire of any num- 
ber of great producing daughters whoso influence 
for good on successive generations is well-nigh in- 
ealciilable. 

The reason of the low rating of family No. 21. 
I am convinced, is due to numbers atnl numbers 
hlone. Only six mares for this family were re- 
turned in Volume .1 of the General Stud Book and 
but fifty-five for Volume IS. Luck of course, as in 
everything else, plays no small part in the develop- 
ment of a family of horses, and the luck seems to 
have been against the growth of the No. 21 family, 
in spite of the versatility of its members.

Xo. 21 family really potent sires do not come. 

MRS. GRIMSTONE FAMILY'S SOURCE. 

Mrs. Grimstone. by Wenzel, is the great founda- 
tion marc of the Sampson marc Inanch of the 
family. Mrs. Grimstone lircd four daughters. 
Trnnhy’s dam. by Orville, and Trunby. remember, 
the sire of Vandal's dam and of the dam of Levity. 
Tranliy's dam besides foaled Miss Itnwc to the 
cover of Patton, and Miss Howe, the dam of ]>e 
Claire. Tom Howline. that clinking good French 
race horse ltoiard. which also won the Ascot Gold 
Cup in England, and Ixmghow, grandsire of Musket, 
through which this line to Eclipse carries on. Mrs. 
Walker, another of Mrs. Grimstone's daughters, is 
ancestress of not a few, and to Miss Bennington 
traces Physician, hut the best of Mrs. Grimstone 
is passed on li.v way of Wagtail, daughter of Prime 
Minister. This branch of the No. 21 family must 
Is* reckoned as equally productive of equite celeb- 
rities as any other to lie found in all the stud 
lmoks. Wagtail liecame the dam of four iti 
Belinda, by Bhicklock; Easter, by Brutandorf, a 
daughter of lottery, and Vitnla, by Voltaire, 
Lottery’s unnamed daughter is ancestress of im- 
ported Britannia IV.. to which in this country 
trace so many really smart horses.

Commission and Laurel Managers Reported in State Racing Commission Gives Out Stock- 
Unwise Clashing Over Regulations. holders of Three Courses. 



BALTIMORE. Md., February 10 . — If Ajax, rep- 
resented by the Laurel race track, persists in defy- 
ing the lightning, as impersonated by tile Maryland 
Racing Commission, then Laurel may find itself 
without any racing at all this year. Such in effect 
| was the statement today by one of the racing com- 
missioners. 

I The commissioner did not bind his colleagues by 
I this statement, lint in view of the attitude of Die 
i board with regard to the raising of any legal 
! quibble by the tracks it is cot unlikely that I lie 
I commissioner who spoke would he sustained by 
j the other two members of the commission. 

“If the Laurel people feel that the commission 
has exceded its authority in preparing certain of 
its forthcoming regulations they have redress in 
the courts and my vote at least will he in favor 
of meeting the issue there.” 

From all accounts it appears that at the meeting 
of the commission yesterday Albert IL Stuart, 
as counsel for the Maryland State Fair. Incor- 
porated. which conducts Laurel, proceeded with 
regard to certain regulations complained of to set 
forth the commissions powers under the law. 
powers which, as Mr. Stuart viewed it. did not 
exist within the commission in formulating the 
regulations to which Kamel is objecting. 

Mr. Stuart’s exposition of the law and of tin* 
prerogatives of the commission met. it seems, with 
anything but concurrence from the commissioners, 
j some of whom rejoined rather sharply. 

! The commission has awarded dates to Laurel for 
! this year's racing. October t to 2D inclusive, but 
, license lias not boon issued and the mere awarding 
of the dates would have no practical significance 
; without the license. Further, the issuing of a 
| license will undoubtedly bo made conditional u|m>ii 
I tbe acceptance by the licensee of Die commission's 
' regulations. 

So far as can Is* gathered Laurel is now playing 
* a lone hand against the commission. 

At n -hearing granted Dir racing associations 

i time ago on tin* computation of the tracks’ net 
earnings counsel for Pimlico, as well as for Laurel, 
entered protests and went on to define the commis- 
sion's powers under the law. It was at this hearing 
that Stuart Olivier, chairman of tin* committee, 
said that racing in this state is on Dial at the bar 
j of public opinion and intimated rather broadly 
that the raising of legal points would lie a suicidal 
policy for the tracks. The Pimlico management, at 
least so far as any manifestations are concerned, 
seems to have taken these remarks to heart.
